WILL BE BROUGHT TO RACINE 


Opened up an. Account at the Ratine City 


Bank and JYIade an Effort to Deposit a 
$4,000 Fraudulent Check—Cashier Ba- 


con Wise to the Scheme—Officers Are 


Notified. 


H. M. Houser, formerly head book- 


keeper nnd conndential miin of the John 
A. Davis Manufacturing company of Chi- 
cago, i<; under arrest on a charge of issu- 
ing a fraudulent check in the sum of $4,- 
000 and attempting to deposit it at the. 
Kaoinc City Bank, Racine Junction, to 
his credit. 


It wns on Tuesday of last week that a 


well dressed and business appearing man 
entered the Imnk and introduced himself 
as IT. M. llouscr and stated to Cashier 
liacon that he was going to open up si 
branch house of thi- J. A. Davis Manu- 
facturing Co.. and had already leased 
buildings on Stnto street and that he de- 
sired to opoii an account with the bank. 


He made n deposit of $50, signed his 


nan:" to the identification or reference 
book and after conversing on matters 
pertaining to Hivcine being a good city 
for manufacturing, departed. 


Th* following Thursday morning Mr. 


Hmiser ngain entered the bank with a 
check for $4.000. This check was pre- 
sumed to have boon ismied by the J. A. 
Davis Manufacturing Co., Payable to H. 
M. Ilousi'i- nnd drawn on the Western 
Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago, nnd 
llouscr requested that it be jilnoed to his 
credit. Cashier Bacon refused to .do this 
and informed llouscr that he would hnve 
to make inquiries from tnoir exchange 
house, at Chicago, llouser was willing 
that this bi> done. 


Declared a Forgery. 


Friday Cashier Bncon received a phone 


im-s'.iige from their exchange house at 
Chicago that the cheek was a forgery. 
At the same time Mr. Davis, of the l>av- 
is Manufacturing Co. phoned that the 
check was a forgery. 
Cnnhicr Bacon no- 


tified Chief of Police linker and that offi- 
cial got in c'.'iiirr.unication with Mr. Dnv- 
i--. who immediately cnme to Racine. Af- 
ter n conference between Mr. Davis um: 
Chief Baker, it wns dccidod that House 
should be arrested. Chief Bnker took 
the matter up with District Attomcj 
Storms nnd Mr. Storms decided that a 
crime had been committed nnd tin- Chi- 
cago police were communictUcil with. 


Sunday morning Chief Baker received 


a m-'usage t'rnm the Chicago police that [ 
Iloiiser wns arrested and cnnl'med in the 
Cottngc drove police station. The chieii 
asked if "lie mnn would return to Rncine. 
without requisition papers nnd upon be- 
ing 
questioned llouser 
snid that he 


would. This 
morning Policeman Roy 


Lewis was sent to Chicago to bring the 
prisoner back. 
. 


The warrant charges him with uttering 


ami having in his possea-iiou n-< true, u 
false forged nnd spurious check, for the 
»um of $4.000. Houser ie •£> years old. 
"but whether a mnrried or single man is 
not definitely known. Most of his life 
he lived in Chicago and was with the 
John A. Davis Manufacturing 
Co. for 


some years. 


Forged Other Checks. 


Since leaving that company some time- 


ngo he is alleged to have forged nnd pasn- 
rd «. number of .cheeks in different cities 
of the country. Mr. Davis wax surprised 
that ho should attempt hist crooked work 
BO near Chicago. 


It wns no doubt the intention of Hous- 


cr, had his check been taken at the bunk 
•without question, to hiive issued cheeks 
against the same and thus swindle the 
liank out of a large sum of money. Pos- 
sibly he would have issued these cheeks 
cm (tonic other bank or given them to 
business m<m nnd if those to whom he is- 
sued checks did not know him or doubt- 
ed that they were genuine, he would in- 
struct them to call up xhf liank nnd of 
ccatruo the answer being favorable the 
rest was simple. 


Another Forgery Case. 


The police have in hand another cnse 


of 
forgery of considerable magnitude. 


Some time ago one of the large manu- 
facturing institutions wanted an expert 
nccountanl to come here and examine 
their 
books. A Jnrge and 
responsible 


Chicago house was applied to and sent 
an expert up. He wns a bright young 
follow and upprnri-d to do good work. One 
day he wnntwl the hrad of tin- mtinufnc- 
luring company to identify liim nt the 
bank so that lie could get u cheek for 
JI20 cashed. Thin wns not deemed nec- 
ciissry and -the mnnnfiu-tuivr cnslied the 
check, only to lind out some dnys later 
that it w-as n forgery and the young 
man 
had 
left tlu- city. Inquiry 
wns 


made and further information secured 
brought out 'that after Kviviup here the 
fellow went'to Chicago nnd cashed a good 
big bogus check at the Grand Pacific ho- 


tel ami disappeared...The supposition is 
;hnt hs went west. 


Chief of Police Baker, when interview- 


ed in regard to this, case, did not deny 
the story, but refused at present tu rc- 
venl any names, believing that the forg- 
er would be captured soon.

RF.NO, Xev., Feb. 27.—In a battle yes- 


terday sixty miles west of Tuscarora, 


iglit Indians nnd one policeman were 
killed nnd the other members of the In- 
dian band^werc captured. 
The buttle 


took place at Kelly Creek, Uumboldt 
•ounty, twenty-five miles from Galcon- 
da in n. northerly direction. 


The Indian-.'band, twelve in number, 


>egan the 'fight when the state police 
force came u-p<>n them. For three hours 
the battle raged. 
It ended only when 


Kd. Hoyle, of the state police force, nnd 
eight of the Indians hud been killed. 
Then the remaining four Indians surren- 
dered. 
Not one of their band escaped. 


The police had been trailing the In- 


dians for n week, believing they were 
the murderer's of four stockmen, whose 
bodies' were found several days ago in a 
desolate canyon on the eastern slopes of 
the Sitrre Nevada mountains. The vic- 
tims' horses hail been taken and ponies 
which had been ridden by -'.he .murderers 
were found shot uenrby. 
. The buttle .was not altogether unex- 
pected.

Kvidently a font nf 


type was secured as near the print- 
ing u^d liy the Case T. if. Co. as pos- 
sible by the swindler and many of the 
checks printing on yellow paper and 
look nt first glance as genuine. 


This morning the forgeries were dis- 


covered when the deposits of business 
men were gone over at the. bonks. I^es- 
lie Osborne of the Manufacturers Na- 
tional hank waji the first one to discover 
th-at the checks were not genuine. 


-Most-Clever Forgery - 


Then it wns-found that-the-Pirt ;Na- 


tional bank "lind received from 
eight 


to ten, the Commercial twelve or fifteen 
nnd many more were known to be out. 
Ojic of 'jie checks, No. 777. payable to 
P." Jn'sper, for |4l".84, was pay1 roIT Xo. 
383. February 10, mil. amount $42.64, 
dues deducted for benevolent insurance 
80 cents, leaving a total of $41.84. .The 
name of R. P. Howell. assistant treas- 
urer, signed at the bottom, is a most 
clever forgery nnd the trade mark of 
the eagle. Old Abe, across the face, is 
pretty good. 
The majority of these 


cheeks were presented on Saturday ev- 
ening nnd a merchant or other business 
man 
would hnrdly 
detect - anything 


wrong, so perfect the' forgery and hence 
it was not discovered until the checks 
weer deposited at the hanks. 


The police department is inclined to 


believe that on* of the original checks 
of the .!;.!. Case T. M. Co.; was-, pho- 
tographed and a ciit mod* therefrom, as 
it would.be difficult for any one to 
get type similar.

Urge W.ages in Cash 


On account of this wholesale forgery, 


merchants of the city will make a de- 
termined effort 
to prevail upon . man- 


ufacturing concerns to pay cash in the 
future. 
They claim that it is a very 


easy matter for a clever forger to en- 
ter' stores and proffer forged checks 
and thnt they nre. hnrd to detect, es- 
pecially when clerks nnd proprietors are 
busy with customers. 


]n some places the swindler bought 


a f«\7 drinks and gave the check get- 
ting change back; «t other plnws 
he 


bougjit a few pounds of, meat and got 
the change; then a necktie and Ji^sin 
the change: one place sold him a pair 
of SO-cent pair of suspenders nnd gave 
him hack over $40 in change; then a 
pound of sugar w.is bought-«n<l « pound 
of butter and every time the. forger 
got a bunch of change. It wns a good 
job and no mistake about it. 


C:p to .'I o'clock this afternoon checks 


to the amount of $540 were reported 
to the police. 
The.' impression prevails 


that the forger took away S1SOO. Every 
few minutes a new case is reported.

The action of the government in prompt- 
ly .confirming the treaty will permit Ja- 
pan to enter at once upon a reorgani- 
zation of its liscal system and the mak- 
ing of :' new tariff with all nations. Ja- 
pan's treaties with other nations expire 


I on .June 17. 
The western senators in- 


terposed no objection in regard to eoolic 
labor, as was anticipated by some of the 
eastern members. 


The next step to be taken to mnke 


operative the new treaty of trade and 
commerce between America and Japan 
is to secure the approval of the Japa- 
nese emperor and the imperial 
privy 


council. No opposition is expected to the 
consummation of the treaty, so far as 
Japan is concerned. 


The exchange of ratifications, which 


will take place in Tokio, before May '21, 
will follow. 
This date" marks the per- 


iod of three months allowed

treatv for the exchange. 


As the Japanese government is anx- 


ious' to begin the arrangement of in 
fiscal program at the earliest possible 
moment, it is presumed the exchange of 
ratilications. will take place almost as 
soon as the documents can be trans- 
ferred from Washington to Tokio, which, 
shouid be wii.hin. a month.

who then came from the colleges of tin- 
state. 


The common or district schools of that 


period fared hut poorly, yet, marvelous 
as it seems to those who remember tho.-,e 
old school days, in them thousands of 
men and wonifii who have made H suc- 
cess in life, had their only school ad- 
vantages. The town superintendent sys- 
tem WHS still in vogue. 
If often occur- 


red that a good blacksmith made a poor 
superintendent; that u man or boy un- 
familiar with mathematics, beyond divis- 
ion, was placed at the head cf a school. 
Such a thing would bt, impossible in 
making up our army of 10,000 or moru 
teachers, today. 


One more improvement is sadly need- 


ed. The election of county superintend- 
ents, school boards and all other school 
officers should be removed from politics.

This law would forbid the keeping of 


butter and eggs in storage longer than 
nine months and provides for the inspec- 
tion and dating of nil foodstuffs intend- I 
ed for storage.
